Negotiations had been carried on by the Clerks, Joint Board 
and management and the company had agreed that if the union 
was successful in this consent election that they would recognize 
the unions as the sole collective bargaining representative for 


their employes. 


The election was supervised and conducted by Wayne Ken- 
aston, U. S. Commissioner, Department of Labor, Conciliation 


Service. 


Negotiations had been carried on by the clerks with manage- 


ment since last Monday in an

understanding on the representing unit. The clerks and culinary 
workers agreed to hold the election to determine the bargaining 


agent. By the overwhelming victory achieved, the clerks and | 


culinary workers have jointly organized one of the stumbling 
blocks in the complete organization of the department store 


field. 


Kress management announced the fore part of the week before 
negotiations had started that they had withdrawn from the 
Merchants’ Association and would abide by the results of the 
election and would deal directly with the union involved. 

A major point was scored by the clerks in the initial nego- 
tiations when the company agreed to raise the pay of all clerks 
from $24 per week to $26 per week to match the higher level 


that had been paid some of the ‘

figure, stated a union spokesman.

TRAINING VETS 


More than 1,240 Alameda County 
veterans are serving apprentice- 
ships in crafts covered by the Ala- 
meda Central Labor Council, under 
the training provisions of the G.I. 
Bill of Rights (Public Law 346) ac- 
cording to information released to 
day by the State Division of Ap- 
prentice Standards, 

Of these, 850 are attending trade 


extension classes at night in Oak- 
land Central Trade School and 


Berkeley Trade School. Classes in 
other trades will be formed when 
qualified teachers are available. 
Under provision of the G.I. Bill 
of Rights veterans receive a train- 
ing allowance up to $65 per month 
for a single man and $90 for a mar- 
ried man while serving an appren- 
ticeship which has the approval of 


the State Division of Apprentice 
Standards. Twenty-two apprentice 
committees are now in operation 


with a number of others in the pro- 
cess of formation. 

Several hundred other apprentices 
are enrolled in 27 pre-apprentice 
classes awaiting to be drawn into 
the various crafts. While attending 
these classes veterans are allowed 
to draw their training allowance 
from the Veterans’ Administration. 

Applicants for apprenticeships in 
the various crafts are screened by 
the U.S.E.S. and referred to the 
apprentice coordinators of the Oak 
land and Berkeley schools for en- 
rollment in these pre-apprentice 
classes. From the classes the vet- 
erans are drawn into the trade 
through the apprentice committees 
on the basis of qualifications and 
length of training. 

“These apprentice committees 
have done a fine job in putting vet

apparent to every wa sarner who 
must depend upon his weekly pay 
envelope to acquire the necessities |} 
of life. The latest figures issued by 
the United States Bureau of Labor 
Statistics confirm, to a small de- 
gree, what is common knowledge 
to the workingman. According to 
the Bureau of Labor Statistics, the 
Cost of Living Index-—-or the Con- 
sumers'’ Price Index, as it is now 
known—rose from 132.5 in Febru 


ary to 133.1 in March for Los Ang 
eles. In San Francisco, for the same 
period the index rose from 133.4 to 
133.6. 


For Los Angeles, the index is now 


three per cent higher than it was 
last year at the same time, and 30 
per cent higher than in January 
1941. For San Francisco the index 


is 14 per cent higher than a yea 
ago, and 31.2 per cent higher than 
in January 1941. 

The Bureau analyzes some of the 
factors that have entered into the 
increase of the index in the past 
month. For Los Angeles, it points 
out that clothing prices rose on 
the average of 2.2 per cent. 
| prices, which account for over 40 
| per cent of the family budget, rose 
by an average of three-tenths of one 
per cent in Los Angeles. Among 
the increases pointed out are a two 
per cent increase in flour, a three 
per cent increase in oranges and 
|sugar, and a 19 per cent increase 
|for lettuce. Altogether, according 
j}to the BLS, the price of food in 


Los Angeles is now 49 per cent 
higher than in January 1941. 
The Bureau claims that the cost 


of clothing has dropped 0.9 per cent 

‘in San Francisco during the last 
month, although this can hardly be 
said to conform to the experiences 
of San Francisco wage earners 
especially men who must go from 
store to store to seek unobtainable 
suits, shorts and shirts

the Labor Department disclosed in 
a report showing its ‘consumers’ 
price index,” official yardstick of 
the rise in costs of many commodi- 
ties, had risen 30.2 per cent above 
pre-war levels. 


The index does not reflect the 
full rise in costs, however, the de- 
partment conceded, since such 
things as deterioration in quality of 
|goods and disappearance of low- | 
cost goods from store shelves are | 
not shown adequately in the com- 
pilation. The latter factors would 
add another 3 to 4 per cent, making 
the total officially-recorded advance 
35 per cent, the report explained. 

Even the 35 per cent figure 
grossly understates the true hike 
in living costs, labor research ex- 
perts contend. Their own studies, 
they said, show the rise has been 
close to 50 per cent. Many items 
which have skyrocketed in costs 
aren’t even included in the index, 
they said. 


Organize Colorado

DENVER.—A Colorado Federa- 
tion of Teachers, to be affiliated 
with the American Federation of 
Teachers (AFL), was organized at 
its first annual meeting here May 
5th.

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ON PUBLIC RELATIONS--AGAIN! 


By RUTH TAYLOR 


Someone asked me the other day what was the difference be- 
tween public relations and publicity. The subject is really too 
big for any one article, but—publicity is a fanfare or build up, 
while public relations is a selling or merchandizing job, which, 
to be good, must be thorough. 

Or, as a business man puts it: “What most people refer to as 
public relations is confined to a relatively limited scope of in- 
volving our selfish interest. This is not public relations! This 
is customer relations. Public relations must extend to all ne 
people—our country and the general welfare of everyone living 
in it.” 

Public relations is far more important to the labor union than 
publicity, because what publicity there is will depend upon the 
soundness of the public relations policy. 

We have seen too often in recent months how the ill advised 
policy of some groups has hurt the whole cause of labor. As 
Grant said: “Labor disgraces no man; unfortunately you occa- 
sionally find men who disgrace Labor.’ Our leaders have ful- 
minated against such individuals, but the publicity such state- 
ments have received is at nothing compared to the damage done 
the public relations of Labor as a whole by actions of self-inter- 
ested groups against the public interest. 

If we abuse our freedom, if we take undue advantage of our 
rights, our public relations suffer—and there is no group in this 
country strong enough or powerful enough to buck the concerted 
opinion of the general public. 

We are a lazy people and we let things ride, sometimes too 
long. But, in the last analysis, we rise up and crack down hard. 
And, unless the people are sold on a group—well, it is just too 
bad for that group when the day of reckoning comes. 

Take good care of the public relations for your group—for 
your union. See to it that your community has the facis to 
properly evaluate its work, its aims, and its aspirations. And 
above all, be sure that you are a good advertisement for your 
union at all times! 


‘CHICKENS COME HOME TO ROOST” 


When Congress passed the law to “lynch” James Caesar 
Petrillo, president of the Musicians’ Union, we suggested that | 
our lawmakers were making a mistake. The wealthy broadcast- 
ers, who need a lot of regulating themselves, thought the law 
would hamstring the Musicians’ Union. Up to date, it hasn't | 
worked that way. In fact, James Caesar Petrillo seems to be 
signing new agreements containing many favorable clauses. 

But as we predicted at the time, other employers, who don't | 
like to pay decent wages, are demanding that Congress do for 
them what it did for the broadcasters. Former Senator ‘Ed’, 
Burke of Nebraska, who vociferously represents the low-wage 
coal operators in the Deep South, asks that Congress “lynch” 
John L. Lewis. Mr. Burke does not like unions of any kind 
That's why he was employed by the southern operators and that 
is why he is now an ex-Senator. 

Of course, we don’t imagine Congress will pay any attention 
to former Senator Burke's plea, but someone in authority should 
suggest to the belligerent Burke that the way to settle a strike is 
to work out an agreement with the union. Others have done it. 
Why not the southern coal operators?—Labor.

Denver headquarters of the 
Bureau of Reclamation have an- 
nounced opening of bids for pre- 
fabricated or precut houses for gov- 
ernment camps of the Central Val- 
ley Project. Award will be made by 
the Secretary of the Interior. 

Three bids were received. Stolte, 
Inc., Oakland, California, submitted 
low bid on schedules one and three 
in the amounts of $403,695 and 
$175,165 respectively. The Green 
Lumber Company of Laurel, Missis- 
sippi, submitted low bids on the 
following schedules: schedule two, 
$381,000, schedule three, $151,645, 
schedule five, $53,560, and schedule 
six $20,999. 

The emergency housing will be of 
two types of houses, two-bedroom 
and three-bedroom. There are ap- 
proximately 285 houses in all, which 
will be divided among the various 
districts of Region II of the Bureau 
of Reclamation where construction 
will be taking place on various 
phases of the Central Valley Project 
or here increased activity of the 
Bureau has indicated the need for 
emergency housing. The houses are 
for the use of Bureau employes 
only. They are of temporary con- 
struction and can be moved from 
camp to camp as the construction 
progresses. As housing needs with- 
in communities can be met locally, 
the houses will be moved to an- 
other emergency site. 

Groups of the emergency houses 
will go to the Chico, Friant, Delta 
and Colusa districts. 


House Cuts Anti-Trust 
Enforcement Funds 


WASHINGTON. — The House 
May 8rd defeated 65-26 an appropri- 
ation bill amendment which would 
have restored the $200,000 cut in 
Justice Department Anti-Trust Di- 
vision funds. 

Representative Jerry Voorhis (D, 
Cal.) urged the amendment, saying 
it would allow’ prosecution of 
monopolies dealing with Japanese 
and German cartels before and dur- 
ing the war. Opposition to the Voor- 
his amendment was led by Repre- 
sentative Louis Rabaut (D, Mich.) 
on economy grounds,

Union activity was cited as the 
reason for dismissal of Detective 
Charles A. Chapman, member of 
the Police Department vice squad. 
Seven policemen who were also 
members of Local 976, American 
Federation of State, County and 
Municipal Employes (AFL), were 
fired more than a month earlier. 

Chapman said Police Chief Geo. 
W. Shepherd called him on the 
carpet and ordered him to withdraw 
an injunction preventing City Man- 
ager Russell McClure from enforc- 
ing his anti-union ban. When Chap- 
man refused to do so, he was dis- 
missed. * 


Los Angeles Union 
Cops Win Injunction 


LOS ANGELES.—The AFL po- 
licemen’s union here got a new lease 
on life when it obtained a tempo- 
rary injunction preventing the 
board of police commissioners and 
chief of police from enforcing their 
rule against police officers joining 
the union. 


The injunction was obtained by 
Local 665, American Federation of 
State, County and Municipal Em- 
ployes, pending an appeal to the 
California supreme court from a 
lower court ruling that in attempt- 
ing to destroy the police union the 
board neither exceeded its auth- 
ority nor violated the California and 
U. S. constitutions. 

The union’s appeal pointed out 
that. only one page of the court's 
8-page opinion dealt with the con- 
stitutional question of whether the 
membership ban violates freedom of 
speech and assembly. Although the 
lower court upheld the membership 
ban, practical effect of the entire 
ruling is to block Mayor Fletcher 
Bowron’s immediate program for 
driving Los Angeles police out of 
the AFL union, since the case will 
probably not be concluded for nine 
or ten months.

He should well remember that un- 
ion wages are absolute minimums 
and not maximums and that fur- 
thermore he is not paid to prevent 
his own men from getting more 
than the minimum amount obtain- 
able.

Weekly Earnings Down 
Despite Wage Increases 


WASHINGTON, D. C.— Weekly 
earnings of workers in manufactur- 
ing as a whole are still far 
than a year ago, although unions 
have won widespread wage in- 
creases, the Labor Department re- 
vealed after a survey. 

Hourly rates in March rose to an 
average of $1.03 in manufacturing, 
but weekly “take-home” pay was 14 
per cent below last year, largely 
because of drastic cuts in the work- 
week and downgrading of workers 
to lower-paid jobs.
